Farland. 
The bounds of the Presbytery were the same as the 
bounds of the Republic of Texas. The first officers were John 
McCullough, Moderator; William Y. Allen, Temporary Clerk, 
William Y. Allen, Stated Clerk. 
The Brazos Presbytery now 
consists of about 23 counties with about 45 churches, carrying 
a total membership of approximately 7,000 church members.

AUSTIN, Texas, April 18.—-The bitterest fight of the 
extraordinary session of the Thirty-Eighth Legislature

presided over the 37th annual con­

AUSTIN, April 17— Passage of 
all 
necessary 
revenue measures 
through the House within a week 
was urged by Speaker Seagler in a 
brief address Monday after calling 
the Horns1 to order on the first day 
of the first special session of the 
38th Legislature. 
“ Let us 
get 
down 
to our task 
it ho ut frills,” 
he 
said, “report 
measures from the committees and 
have them 
printed. 
Then let us 
take action and send them to the 
senate this week if it is at all pos­ 
sible. 
Let us all get together and 
work together for 
the 
people of 
Texas.” 
The governor’s 
“quo warranto 
bill” was 
offered, 
signed by Mr. 
C arpenter of Dallas and Mr. P atter­ 
son. 
Later a favorable report on 
the “ quo warranto bill” was adopt­ 
ed by the House Judiciary Commit­ 
tee, 8 to 4. 
This report probably 
will be made to the Hou^e Tuesday. 
This bill provides for the removal 
from office of peace officers con­ 
victed oi refusing to enforce laws. 
A bill having the same purpose died 
on the Senate 
calendar when the 
regular session adjourned.

In the past 
year, 
in our school 
athletics we have had many good 
I lessons taught us as teachers and 
I school 
communities. 
We 
have 
learned one big lesson that should 
lift our athletics onto a higher lev- 
vel of 
sportsmanship. 
We have 
learned how easy and how foolish 
it is to generate friction and strife 
among schools. 
Now, 
that it is 
over and we can 
get 
a good look 
backwards, we can see what a small 
| m atter our differences were, after 
all. 
When I think of it, I am re­ 
minded of the boy that “ chased the 
soap bubble 
thinking 
it 
was the 
moon,” or the old woman who had 
I never seen a town before and who, 
when she saw Bryan for the first 
time, says, “ I am ready to die now; 
I have seen the largest place in the 
world.” 
Of course we smile at this 
boy and 
old 
woman. 
But, they 
were no more foolish 
than some of 
us were in our inter-school athletics 
I this past year. 
Our 
trouble was 
J that we lost 
sight 
of values and 
i right proportions and allowed our­ 
selves to 
believe 
that basketball 
games and beating the other schools 
were the most im portant thing we 
could imagine. 
In doing this, we 
• failed to see clearly. 
We centered 
our attention 
upon non-essentials. 
We gave to our basketball games, 
values far greater 
than 
they de­ 
served. 
We placed too much stress 
upon “victory 
at 
any price.” 
Of 
course, we can look back now, just 
like the woman who lost her shoe 
in the mud, and see how we did it. 
But, just as this woman soiled her 
I footw ear by too close contact with 
j “mud,” so have our schools been 
soiled by this past year’s attitude 
towards each other. 
Good Sportsmanship 
He who doesn’t learn through ex­ 
perience is a fool. 
He who doesn’t 
profit by 
experience 
is a greater 
fool. 
If 
we 
will 
profit by our 
year’s experiences, we can handle 
; our county athletics so that we will 
get the 
many 
good 
results with 
none of the bad features. 
The first 
step in this process, is for us teach­ 
ers to have 
some 
common sense. 
The next step is to teach our boys 
and girls 
the 
essentials of good 
I sportsmanship, thn back the teach­ 
ing up with an ironclad rule that 
any student, whether first grader 
or senior, who commits a breach of 
good sportsmanship, goes out of all 
games fo r the rem aining part of the 
sea-ion. 
We all know what the ele­ 
ments of good sportsmanship are. 
, We don’t 
need 
to 
be told that 
treating an opponent fairly; 
that 
we should treat all visitors to our 
schools, when the games are played 
on our grounds, 
us 
though they 
were guests in our home. 
Just so, 
we do not have to be told how ugly 
and thoroughly unsportsm anlike it 
is to say 
mean, 
hateful, personal 
I things to each other; 
things that 
we wouldn’t say to each other off 
the play 
court. 
Anybody can be 
ungentlem anly or unladylike but it 
ta le s a real fellow to maintain his 
right balance 
at 
all times. 
Any 
brainless chap 
can 
show off and 
show out at a game. 
Any little up- 
ftart can say ugly, disgusting an I 
ex t ii vulgar things to and about an 
opponent. 
But it takes a sportsman 
to hold his head, his tongue and his 
ft clings when those about him are 
I going up in 
the 
air 
and making 
monkeys of themselves, and too of­ 
ten, fools. 
Then the third step, i 
for the teachers 
and 
pupils to so 
thoroughly feel these lessons that 
they will take them home to their 
big brothers 
and 
sisters 
and all 
others in the community. 
By doing 
I this, we will all come to enjoy our 
I inter-school 
games 
and 
realize 
I what a power for training they are. 
Eliminate Revengeful Spirit 
Then, as 
a 
guarantee 
against 
; friction, I personally feel that we 
| should make our schedule so that 
we will never play the same school 
j more than once 
during 
a season 
Let the two high percentage schools 
of the county then play it off. 
By 
the one game schedule, if we lost 
a game, there will not be that re­ 
vengeful feeling that makes us say, 
“alright, 
I’ll 
get 
you 
the 
next 
game.” 
It will eliminate the man} 
undesirable features 
that develop 
when we have 
a 
series of games 
with each other 
If we will adopt 
this method and all determ ine that 
we will do our 
individual part to- 
j wards creating and m aintaining the 
proper spirit among all the schools, 
I we can derive much good from our 
Inter-school athletics. 
Then, at the 
end of the year, instead of asking 
ourselves, as many of us are doing, 
the question, w hether or not we are 
getting enough good to off-set the 
harm ful effects of our inter-school 
athletics, we 
will 
know that the 
good far o utstretches the bad. 
For fear some one who reads this 
think 
lam saying this to him mole 
than to myself 
and 
that I do not 
feel just aa guilty as any one, I say j 
frankly that I blame myself equally 
with others. 
But, 
I say just as ( 
frankly, that I will use this year’s 
experience as a guide in avoiding 
such future mistakes, 
Inter-schol- 
astic athletics can be kept whole­ 
some and fine if we want to keep 
them so. 
And when we come to a 
full understanding of the many ex­ 
cellent results to our schools that 
we may have through athletics, we 
we determ ine to place our athletics 
where they 
should 
be 
and keep 
them there.
